Attempts Suicide. 


BOSTON, March 7.—Two comedians took 


the principle roles in a real tragedy which 
was enacted in the theatrical boarding 


- house, 10 Dix place, about.J o'clock yester- 
day morning. One of then, Patrick J. 
Welch, whose 110111 du theatre was Fnyctte 
Welch, now lies in the city hospital 
'morgue, cold in death, with a bullet in his 
heart. The other. William I. Flannery, 
whose iioin dn theatre is William P. 
Gould, occupies n cell nt station 4, a con- 
fessed murderer. 


The weapon used to commit the deed 


•was an old pattern Colt's 41-callber re- 
volver, and but one pull of the trigger 
DuQiccd to instantly send Welch into 
another world. 


The murderer says the cause of the mur- 


der was in defense of his wife's good name 
end honor and that he meant only to 
wound, and not to kill. Indeed, it seems 
possible that, if Flannery himself had not 
nsed the weapon when he did, his wife 
might have done so, as it was from her 
bands that he took the revolver with 
which the murder was committed, and as 
she was advancing toward Welch's room. 


If other witnesses are to be believed, the 


nmrder was committed hi cold blood. At 
the time of the shootinR, Tlannery, clad 
only iu his night dress, stood in the hall- 
way, and Welch, with his shoes off, was 
Hitting on a trunk in his apartments in 
the front parlor on the second floor of the 
house. Two friends were in the room with 
him. 


Welch is said to have been under the in- 


fluence of liquor at the time, while Flan- 
nery, it is asserted, was sober. The police 
were on the. scene within a few minutes 
after the murder, nnd had the murderer, 
his wife nnd several important witnesses 
in custody ten minutes later. Then it 
was tbat Flannery confessed that he did 
the shooting. 


BULLET 
IN HER BRAIN. 


Lowell Mun Kills His Wife and Then 


AtteiupU Suieiile. 


LOWKLL, Mass., March 7.—Edward G. 


Drew shot and killed his wife yesterday, 
sad then shot, himself, inflicting a wound 
which the doctors say, however, 
will 


•csrcely prove fatal. 
The tragedy oe- 


mrred in the brick block, 'J4 Elliot street, 
where the couple resided. 


It was just about 4 o'clock when Police- 


maa Walsh pried open the front window 
of the room occupied by the Drews and 
eiimbcd in. On a bed lay Drew, his head 
eovered with blood which flowed from a 
wound in his forehead. He was undressed 
and half conscious. He is a strong, ath- 
Jetic 
looking man, weighs about 160 


pounds and is about 27 years of age. Be- 
side him lay his wife, a comely woman of 
JO, dead. 


A ghastly hole in her forehead told the 


Jatal story of her end. Her arms were 
.thrown above her her.d as if in sleep and 
twined in the dark hair that streamed 
over the pillow upon which she lay. The 
poHtioii into which the body had stiffened 
had preserved as if iu marble tlie graceful 
po«e of the limbs. Upon oue of the small, 
whit* fingers gleamed her marriage ring, 
lieath must have come instantly and 
IKUnlessly. 


Drew was conscious, although suffering 


from his own wound, but no explanation 
would be give. He was taken to the city 
prison hospital. 


Upon examination of the woman's body, 


it was found that she had been dead ten 
or twelve hours. She had come to her 
death by a 3S-calibre bullet, that entered 
the brain between the eyes. 
The body 


-was clothed in a night dress and calico 
wrapper, and half covered with the cloth- 
ing of the couch.

properties, aud it ia openly asserted that this 
road and the at. Paul are to combine, and 
that tho Union Pacific is iu some way to .hu 
included iu the combination. If these ru- 
mors are to prove true, the Vanderbilts will 
control a monstrous transcontinental line, 
and will lie masters of the coal trade.

NAVAL NOTES. 


. United States steamer Boston arrived at 
Panama on Saturday. 


Lieutenant William F. Fullam will appear 


before the naval examining board for exam- 
ination for promotion this week. 


The report of the court of Inquiry appoint- 


ed to investigate certaiu newspaper reports 
about serious leaks in tho new dry dock at 
the League Island nary yard, and to learn 
whether Commander Joseph B. Coghlan was 
responsible for the publicity given to the 
matter, is just received here, 
it exonerates 


both the contractors and Commander Cogh- 
lan. The court found that the dock was in 
every respect well constructed, aud that the 
leak was due to the swampy character of the 
soil on which the dock was built. 


The aggregate appropriation carried by the 


naval appropriation bill is $2ft,Go7,322. As 
soou as the committee passes on one point it 
will be reported to the House. The provision

of the type of the New York, authorized to bo 
constructed, provides that her cost, exclusive 
of armament.Ehall not exceed-?3,600,000.

Jutte, .Mont. In this venture Mr. Van Xandt 
ssaid to have risked his entire fortune, 
amounting iu all to about $4,000,000. This 
niuc is situated n< ar the Anaconda, the Alice 
and the Boston mines and was reputed to bo 
me ot the wealthiest of the lot. Its average 
iutput of fail ver w;is at oue time from £35,000 to 
•J0,000 worth per week, but for the week ond- 
ug February ~7 tho amount foil short of 
:15,000. This, it is said, was duo to the low 
iricc of silver. Tho Blue Bird mine was at- 
aclicd some little time ago for an overdraft 
f Si'.),(lOO, and other claims will swell tho 
cbt toSUO.OCO, which includes $12,000 due 
or wages.

At tho ond of two yearn the 
iirls' Latiu School of Baltimore was estab- 
ahed, having a full corps of instructors all its 
wn and desigucd to do only college prepara- 
ory work. It now has marly 200 students, 
'bus far It has been accommodated within the 
olleio) building, but the two departments have 
ecu kept almo.»t absolutely soparato from each 
thor, for evident reasons. Tho preparatory 
imrse covers four years, pupils being admit- 
ed at the ago of thirteen, after passiug exaui- 
uutious sucb as would udmit them to the 
ity high schools. Up ro the present time 
pedal students riot working for a degree 
aye beou admitted to such classes as they 
ra-o prepared for. At present they oonsti- 
ute 40 per cent, of the whole number ot stu- 
euts in the college. Ilencetorth their num- 
er will bo greatly decreased by the roquire- 
leut that, iu order to enter any class in the

:, besides the subjects they desire to

Tho characteristic features of the ctirricu- 
im are found iu the fact that the work In 
early all subjects is disposed into courses of 
ve hours each for the whole year, and that 
lie elective similes are grouped so as to give 
mlty to the work of each student, with an 
opportunity of choosing any one among four- 
eeii groups. The arrangement in tnis re- 
pcct is much like that to be found in the 
onus Hopkins University and tho Bryn Mawr 
College, without, however, having been mod- 
lied directly upon that system. 
Of the students enrolled one hundred are in 


he college, fisty of them being regular and 
vorking for a degree. Of all students in the 
ustitution only 48 per cent, come from Meth- 
dist families, aiid ouly aboui, one-third of the 
acuity are Methodists. One-third of the 
tudents are no; residents of Baltimore. Four- 
cen different slates, leaving out Maryland, 
urnish together one-fourth of the studeuts. 
Of these about half come from states south 
inrt half from states north of Maryland.

SHOE AND LEATHER OUTLOOK.

largest towns. That the patient watting of 
the shoe men is deserving of the greatest pos- 
sible success is admitted and it is hoped 
that- the present activity is the earnest of a 
long era of prosperity for them. 


Much has been said of late regarding the 


establishing of boot and sice factories In the 
West and South and some fear has been ex- 
pressed that New England manufacturers 
would suffer thereby. 
The facts, however, 


have not thus far borne out this view nor

ex- 


press, as a rule, any 
apprehension that 


their trade will suiter from the competition. 
An established trade such as it is the good 
fortune of our shoe towns to possess is not 
easily diverted; while the experience that 
comes from the employment of generations 
of practical shoe workers will prove effectual 
for years to come in retaining the trade 
that 
it has 
built up, 
and 
we doubt 


not that each succeeding decade will show by 
its statistics the groundlessness of_any fear 
that the trade of Lynn and Haverhill and 
their sister towns shall deteriorate or vanish 
from the earth, because, forsooth, our neigh- 
bors in other sect ions choose to make a por- 
tion of their own footgear. 


KegardiuK the leather industry hereabouts, 


exceptions have been taken by those engaged 
in it to recent statements made regarding 
the industry and its decadence on account of 
Western competition. A report from Salem

MINISTERS OR AMBASSADORS S 


Tl\o 'elevation of our principal ministers 


abroad to the rank of ambassadors would 
render these diplomatic posts far more desira- 
ble than at present from the point of view of 
secretaries in the cabinet and other citizens 
of eminence. As things arc now, they seem 
to be regnrdcd as extremely eligible,' being 
incidentally in the line of promotion to the 
Presidency itself. For example, the case 
of Robert T. Lincoln may 
be 
quoted. 


But an ambassador isja bird of a very differ- 
ent feather from a minister, 
lie is a little 


king. In fact, when he represent a mon- 
archy, ho is actually regarded us an incarna- 
tion of the sovereign, and is treated in all re- 
spects as if he were a king in a foreign conn- 
try. Disregard of his personal dignity is an 
insult to sovereign majesty and may amount 
to a casus belli. 


An.ambassador in a foreign country does 


not make the first call. The minister for for- 
eign affairs calls upon him. After ho has 
been presented to the reigning monarch, ho 
holds a levee as if he were a sovereign. The 
king dines with him exactly as if he were 
the monarch whom ho represents; but th« 
king never dines with n minister represent- 
ing another power. The ambassador acts 
directly for the sovereign and commits the 
latter by his acts, whereas the minister is 
nothing more than an intermediary. Ho has 
even a right to confer with the king without 
Snteivontion of the minister for foreign

tilm an interview, and war was declared at 
once. 


An ambassador for the United 
Status 


would represent the sovereignty not of a king, 
but of sixty millions of people. The minister, 
on tho other hand, simply represents the gov- 
ernment, for which he acts a> agent. 
Un- 


questionably tho elevation of American min- 
isters abroad to ambassadorial rank would 
bring about Important changes in diplomatic 
etiquette on this side of the water. Kulos 
of precedence would have to be adopted 
in 
Washington 
very 
different 
from 


the simple Jeffersouiau regulations. Recep- 
tions at the White House would take on new 
and interesting formalities. Among other 
things, the President would be obliged to 
dine at the houses of ambassadors from over 
the sea, just as effete European sovereigns 
do, whereas ho never accepts tho hospitality 
of a foreign minister. Of courso, other na- 
tions would send ambassadors hither as soon 
as they received officers of the sauw rank to 
represent us.—[Washington letter to Huston 
Transcript..

beggar's importunities, and iiatly refused to 
give him any more money.

followed at a short 
distance, and upon 


reaching the steps of the doctor's house the 
beggar pushed into tho hall, and. 
after 


a refusal for aid, fired a shot from a 
pistol, the ball entering the doctor's abdo- 
men. 
The assailant escaped. 
Physicians 


were summoned and extracted the ball, which 
had lodged in the abdominal muscles, and all 
danger is believed to have been averted, and 
the physicians hope to bring their "patient 
round all right iu a few days.

in many a day is contained in the announce- 
ment by the executors of General Cullum's 
will that the famous ougineer had left §250,- 
000 for the erection of a Memorial Mall on the 
grounds nf the Military Academy. 


The Association of Graduates, the iustruct- 


ors, the cadets and the friends of the insti- 
tution have been 
appealing to 
Congress 


for 
such 
a 
building, wherein 
trophies, 


portraits aud other mementos of America's 
military 
progress 
might 
be 
suitably 


displayed, and wherein graduating exercises, 
dinners, class meetings aud other events 
which now sorely tax the capacity of the 
chapel aud messrooms might be held. No re- 
sponse has ever been given to the request,and 
the hope of seeing such a structure was prac- 
tically dead. 


Thanks to General Cullum's generosity, 


a building finer than any that the government 
would ever be likely to put up is almost an 
established fact. In his will, which was read 
on Wednesday afternoon after his quiet fun- 
eral, at his residence, No. -Ml Fifth avenue, 
General Cullum prescribes no special form of 
building, nor does he give any instructions as 
to the mural tablets, portraits or other decor- 
ations. He simply says:— 


I give and bequeath to the United States of 


America the sum of $250,003 for tho erection 
on the grounds of the Military Academy at 
West Point of a suitable memorial hall. 


He leaves the details of its erection and

many a tour, visited niauy'countries, many 
capitals, and—dare 1 say it V—1 have often 
been moved to admiration, very rarely to 
surprise. Everywhere I bad a sort of feel- 
lug of having seen what.I was looking at be- 
fore; and it was a true feeling. I had seen, or 
at least imagined, everything when T was in 
my dear old Paris. 


Do you want instances ? I will give you 


plenty. Go and lean on a foggy day over the 
railing of the Bridge des Saints P<';res, and 
look down at the quay below, moored to 
which there are always one or two sea-going 
vessels, clumsy gloomy-looking English ships 
with low masts and a short squat chimney. 
They are luden with merchandise from afar, 
very often with bullocks' horns from South 
America. The witty sculptor Prcauk said, 
apropos of all the animals who had been de- 
prived of their horns, "Why, look! tho Na- 
tional Guard has been disarmed.'' Now no 
chafling, you young gamin of Paris, be sen- 
sible for once, and let your natural feelings 
have full pluy. IB this not really a corner of 
a seaport'; Look at the vessels moored to 
the quay, tho custom house, the rows of bar- 
rels, the piles of packages, tho English sail- 
ors in their red shirts open at the neck, and 
coal dust in their tawny beards. Can't you 
smell the tar, tho pitch, and other exotiu 
odors': The background of the picture does 
not matter. Jf only thsco is a fog mo illusion 
is perfect, and you might, go to Havre or 
Hamburg without seeing anything better.

True, tho smell from 
the neighboring tanneries is rather strong, 
but, if you think tho Hccnis of tho Qnccn of 
Hie Adriatic arc always pleasant to you, you 
are very much mistaken.

You need only go on a 
rainy autumn evening, when the gas is not 
yet lit in the streets, to 'a corner of the Fau- 
bourg Mont mar tre. You know which I mean 
—the Carrefour dea Ecrases, Horses splash- 
ing through,the mod. foot-passengers Trudg- 
ing drearily along uuder dripping umbrellas, 
a smoky, leaden atmosphere. London Is often 
like this in tbc height of summer. Look, 
there is a cab in tho file of carriages—the illu- 
sion is complete. 
You arc in the Strand or 


uxford street. Why, then, should you put 
yourself aljout at all, and risk all the horrors 
of seasickness In a passage from Calais to 
Dover ? 


But let me confess everything to you. 


Paris is to mo so suggestive—I must use the 
fashionable word—that it not only often re- 
calls to my memory countries I have visited, 
it also calls up before my imagination others 
I have never seen. I know a little square, 
for instance, on the other side of the Champa 
de Mars, near the Boulevard do Greuelle, 
which iu ordinary weather is a dreary soli- 
tude, with nothing to distinguish it but dirty 
walls and the low gateway of a cavalry bar- 
rack. But in the great heat and uuder tho 
blue sky of July the little square assumes 
quite an.Oriental appearance;'ttio stones be- 
come eolden in the sunshine; the shadows are 
violet; the grated windows of tho Htables louk 
like those of Mushrebiyehs, I t'aucy myself 
in Cairo—in tlio old Cairo 
of the time 


of the Egyptian expedition; and presently the 
dragoon who mounts guard, leaning on his 
carbine, will present arms to General Kleber, 
who Is about to issue from that Moorish arch, 
followed by his staff, a grand, heroic-looking 
figure, with a long sabre trailing almost to 
the ground, a tricolored sash round his 
waist, a very high cravat, which almost 
chokes him, and three feathers In his cap.
